HAS NARROW ESCAPE 
While diving for the body in the 
“flatiron” Mr. Donavan went out into 
he strung current at the ex treme 
west e id of the abutment wail, and 
the curr jut was so strong that it took 
the diver out near the dam, in the 
Whirlpool and he turned several com­ 
plete sumersaults. The force of the 
water at this point was so strong 
that it required the gtmost strength 
of two men to pull the diver back to 
the raft. Mr. Donavan remark ed to 
his assisstauts that a body coutd not 
Sway m that place ten seconds. He 
said not even a big rooa could remjiin 
there. ‘To ail my ex perience as a 
diver” said Mr. Donavan, “did I ever 
eucoanier a worse place.” 
. , 
At 11 o’ciocK tne search was discon­ 
tinued until about 1:30 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when the “deep hole” lo- 
caleU about seventy-five feet from 
tne dam. was carefully searched. The 
S;archiog party tnen floated slowly 
down the river, Mr. Donavan diving 
all the way, until the reached a point 
a short distance below tbe Galena 
avenue bridge, wben they discon­ 
tinued the work for the day. 


DIVER ARRIVES SATURDAY NIG HT. 
^Daniel Donavan, in company with

NARROW ESCAPE IN CHICAGO. 
At one time in Chicago Mr. Dona­ 
van bad a narrow escape from death. 
It happened while diving in a tunnel 
at tbe Chicago Avenue waterwork s. 
Mr Donavan went into the tunnel, 
and supposed tbe gates were closed. 
When he got under the water he dis­ 
covered that the gates were open over 
a foot, and the suction was so strong 
that it suck ed him in under the gate^i, 
pulling his canvas overalls, that cover 
his rubber fuit, entirely off from his 
body. It required i the strength of 
fourteen men to pull him back to tbe 
surface.

Th e lit­ 
tle bronze body of th e baby boy is 
more or less daubed with gum or pitch 
and plated with wh ite feath ers; th en 
early in th e morning before th e rising 
of th e sun th e family and friends and 
th e priest or conjurer betake th em­ 
selves to an eminence near th e village. 
And as th e sun, th e supreme power, 
sweeps majestically upward from be­ 
h ind th e eastern wilderness th e con­ 
jurer bores th e lower lip of th e em­ 
bry o warrior with an instrum ent made 
especially for th e occasion and beauti­ 
fully decorated w ith brilliant feath ers 
and at th e same time wh ispers “Piadu- 
du” (h umming bird) or th e name of 
some oth er animal or object th at th e 
ch ild Is to bear. “Pindudu," softly re­ 
peat th e family and friends In turn, 
and th us Pindudu, a favorite name, be­ 
comes th e name of th e little one. Th ey 
are very jealous of th eir names and 
will not make th em known to aliens. 
In order to become a citizen of th e tribe 
a person of alien birth would h ave to 
reside with it for some time and be 
initiated much as th e ch ild ia.

Th ey 
say th at Sarah , being jealous of Ila- 
gar, vowed th at sh e would not rest un­ 
til sh e h ad imbrued h er h ands in th e 
blood of h er bondmaid. 
Abrah am 
quickly pierced Ilagar’s ear and drew 
a ring th rough it, so th at Sarah was 
able to fulfill h er rash vow with out 
danger to th e bondmaid’s life. 
From tlmt time, th ey say , it became 
customary for women to wear ear­ 
rings. Th e story of Rebekah ’s earring 
is only one of many early Biblical al­ 
lusions to th e ornam ent 
Wh en Aaron 
made th e golden calf, It will be re­ 
membered, h e called upon th e Israelites 
fo “break off th e golden earrings wh ich 
are In th e ears of y our wives, of y our 
sons and of y our daugh ters and bring 
th em unto me.” And out of th ese and 
oth er golden ornaments th e calf was 
made. 
From th is It is plain th at ear­ 
rings were worn by th e Hebrews w ith ­ 
out regard to sex or age. 
In Great Britain th e fam iliar orna­ 
ments h ave been worn for many cen­ 
turies, and not by women only .

is h ardly scientific. 
Village folk in England believe in 
th e good effect of ear piercing on th e 
ey e just as firmly as th eir like in Italy 
and elsewh ere abroad. In fact, In some 
places ear piercing Is regarded by th e 
rustics as a remedy for many troubles.
